SEALING THE BATTLESHIP’S PATE 

C aptain Lindbergh s flightfrom 

New York to Paris suggests that before many 
years have passed air communication between these 
two cities will be a commonplace thing. It also tends 
to refute the argument that lhe / battleship is the chief 
bulwark of a maritime nation's defence. The great¬ 
est pre-Washington Conference dreadnought cost 
about $60,000,000 to build and between two and 
three years to turn out. The largest battleship under 
t(ie *fi£%mttiif*» compact—Britain's Nelson—cost 
about $35,000,000. For $60,000,000 either Great 
Britain or the United States could build probably 
more than a thousand bombing machines capable of 
covering enormous distances at up to 150 miles an

M ontreal has been having 

more than its share of automobile accidents, 
particularly during week-ends, and The Montreal 
Star wants to. know if "careless drivers of automo¬ 
biles are going to repeat the mad escapade of 'beat¬ 
ing the train to the crossing,' if the road hogs are 
going to plough away at top speed through crowded 
cfnads and streets, utterly regardless of the safety of 
fellow-drivers and oblivious of the fact that such be-' 
ings as pedestrians walk the earth." 

These observations and the inquiry which our 
Montreal contemporary makes may be applied to other 
communities on this continent. It is fortunate for 
pedestrians that many motorista—the great majority 
no doubt—are appreciative of other people's rights 
and conform to traffic regulations.
